1. On page 1, line 12, after "REPORTING" insert "FOR CERTAIN
UNITARY CORPORATIONS".

2. On page 1, line 21, strike "A" and insert in lieu thereof
"Except as provided in Subsection C of this section, a".

3. On page 2, line 22, strike the quotation mark and between
lines 22 and 23 insert:

"C. A unitary corporation whose principal business
activity is manufacturing and that has not previously filed a
combined or consolidated return may elect to file a corporate income
tax return as a separate corporate entity. For the purposes of this
subsection, "manufacturing" means combining or processing components
or materials to increase their value for sale in the ordinary course
of business, but does not include:

(1) construction;
(2) farming;

(3) power generation, except for electricity
generation at a facility other than one for which both location
approval and a certificate of convenience and necessity are required
prior to commencing construction or operation of the facility,
pursuant to the Public Utility Act; or

(4) processing natural resources, including
hydrocarbons."".,
